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DOCTORS? 
STUDENTS SHOULD BE 
THINNED OUT

number of students attending 
the medical schools of the two uni- 
versities in Ireland. Conditions in the 
world to-day, however, make the pros- 
pect. of iummediate and lucrative em- 
ployment a very remote one for the 
majority of the young doctors who 
qualify each year. Many persons con- 
cerned with the future of the profes- 
sion in this country must, therefore, 
be increasingly of the opinion that the 
time has come to limit each year the 
number of aspirants for medical 
degrees, for here surely—a rare thing 
in Ireland these days—the supply 
tends more and more to exceed the 
demand, 

One authority with whom I discuased 
the matter yesterday was not, of the 
opinion that the curtailment of the 
number of students should be at the 
pre-medical stage. ‘‘I would give them 
ut least a vear at the work,” he said, 
‘‘to prove if they had any aptitude for 
medicine.” On the other hand, the 
cutting down of the numbers should 
be rather drastically applied in the 
later stages. Anvone, for instance, 
who failed in his or her third medical 
for more than three times might 
reasonably be taken as having no 
special qualifications for medicine, and 
disqualified from continuing further 
with the course. In these days, when 
only those with honours qualifications 
can be said te have bright prospects, 
soine restriction should be placed on 
those who become doctors mm much the 
same way as Bruce’s spider achieved 
its eveniual syccess. 

The suggestion has been made in 
Dublin medical circles that only the 
first twenty students should be per- 
mitted to yualify in the bi-annual 
finals each year. The obvious objection 
to this is,. however, that while this 
system is applied to Government exami- 
nations a definite number of posts are 
concerned, whereas the Final Medical 
examination awards merely a number 
of degrees which permit the student 
to begin his search for a position. 

It is possible also that the number 
of students studying medicine at the 
moment impair the quality of the 
teaching by being so numerous. A 
well-known Dublin consultant said that 
he found it impossible to teach 
properly more than twenty students at 
a time. A medical student complained 
yesterday of the overcrowding at 
hospital clinics. Sometimes one sees 
as many as fifty students around a 
bed. Of these, only the ten in the 
front row are in the position to hear 
the clinician’s diagnosis, or listen to 
a heart-beat. The next ten students 
behind them are in a much less favour- 
able position, and the remainder, who 
are standing on chairs at the back, 
must very frequently find themselves 
as wise at the end of the clinic as 
they were at the beginning.

STRIKE 
RIVAL UNIONS’ 
DECISIONS 


BOUT six hundred men would 
A appear to have taken strike 
action in the dispute affecting 
the Dublin United Transport Company. 
Following a largely attended meet- 
ing of the employés in the Trades 
Hall, Gardiner. street, last night, under 
the auspices of the A.T. and G.W.U., 
about men who attended formed 
themselves into a procession and, with 
banners at their head, marched to the 
various dépéts of the company to carry 
out night picketing. The meeting de- 
cided unanimously to take strike action, 
and it would: appear that the 200 
origina] strikers have been joined by a 
fairly large number of sympathetic 
strikers. 

A proposal made at the meeting to 
send a deputation to the TIT. and 
G.W.U. to endeavour to reach a satis- 
factory settlement of the dispute was 
withdrawn. 


UNION OFFICIAL’S 
STATEMENT 


‘In spite of all the malicious efforts 
to make it appear so, this is: not an 
inter-union dispute,” said Mr. E. P. 
Harte, National Organiser, A.T. and 
G.W.U., addressing the meeting. “ We 
have one fight only, and that is with 
the management of the D.U.T. Com- 
pany, which unjustly dismissed men 
with full knowledge. of the con- 
sequences. We will not allow the 
company to appear as ‘ innotents’ in 
this matter.’’ Another statement which 
the union emphatically denied was that 
this was an attempt to increase their 
membership in this city. 

While the union guaranteed to pay 
strike pay to any employé of the com- 
pany who took strike action. they still 
would say to these men: ‘ Keep your 
loyalty to your own organteation; we'll 
still pay you.” : 

A meeting of garage staffs earlier in 
the evening had unanimously decided 
to join the strikers as from the con- 
clusion of that meeting. said Mr. 
Harte. Another proposal, that the 
men be allowed a ballot vote to choose 
their union and that the dismissed 
men be reinstated pending the holding 
of the ballot, was defeated.

On being approached after the meet- 
ing, Mr. L. A. Luke, Public Rela- 
tions Officer, D.U.T.Co., said that the- 
alleged unjust dismissals to which 
speakers alluded were caused “by- the’ 
Amalgamated Union’sown irresponsible 
tactics. 

When reduction of services came 
along the company proposed a sharing 
of the work, which at the worst would 
have meant every man taking one 
day's unpaid holiday every month. 
There was thus never any necessity 


for men being disemployed. The 
share the work plan never got a 
chance. The Irish Union was unable 


to put the plan before its members 
owing to the rowdyism at meetings.

troops made an attack on Soviet fron- 
tier guards on October 23. 
_ According to the Agency’s message. 
the attack occurred not far from the 
frontier village of Raskino. A group 
of Japanese soldiers, consisting of 
about twenty men, passed the Soviet 
State frontier and attacked a Soviet 
patrol. 

“The probable aim of the attack 
was to capture our guards,’’ Tass 
adds, “and to d them into 
Japanese territory.” he Japanese 
are reported to have removed their

COOKED MEALS SERVICE 


HAS 23

its latest communal kitchen. 


Some fine work has been done here. 
Beginning as recently as October 9th, 
the whole kitchen basement beneath 
the Supper Room has been completely 
cleared, re-floored, re-walled in parts, 
and fitted with cooking equipment 
capable of producing 1,200 gallons of 
food simultaneously. Also new sewers 
have been put in, and provision made 
for fitting up a refrigerating chamber, 
fuel and vegetable pits, te container 
storerooms. 

“When we came in here.” said the 
foreman on the job yesterday, ‘‘the 
place was a mess of rubble, old furni- 
ture, statues, everything mixed up to- 
gether. We lifted out the statues care- 
fully, and then got busy on the place.” 
They certainly got busy! In two and a 
half weeks that basement has been 
transformed from a spider's paradise to 
the almost completed hygienic modern 
kitchen, which can be in operation 
within a day or two if needed. 

There are 23 fuel boilers—14 in the 
large kitchen, nine in the smaller. Two 
gas steamers stand in each kitchen, 
and between the two are 23 electric 
boilers, self-regulating, working off 
plugs. The layout of the whole place 
has been planned for convenience. 
Vegetables are cut up and meat is pre- 
pared on; the special stone - topped 
tables, lifted inte special. containers, 
and trolleyed down to the boilers. Sinks 
and troughs are fixed in the right 
places, aud at the right heights. 
Auxiliary fuel, boxes are set in beneath 
the tables. There are three electrically- 
run potato-cleaners and scrzpers, each 
of which can handle a stone of potatoes 
a minute, and the Corporation s engi- 
neer has also ee special waste 
pits for these, which will cut the cart- 
ing of refuse to a minimum.

In the main fuel pit 20 tons can be 
held. The reserve pit can contain 
either 40 tons of light fuel or 100 tons 
of coal. The end of one long room is 
being walled off, to insulate it from 
the hot water pipe system, fitted with 
asbestos doors and se appa- 
ratus, which will. enable it to keep 15 
to 20 beasts hanging. This chamber 
measures 18: by 6 feet, and will keep 
the food. as fresh as in any etream- 
lined kitchen model. 

On this work only direct labour from 
the Dublin Corporation has been em- 
ployed. Somethmg around 30 men are 
at work all the time. They keep going 
until 9 every night. ‘‘ We could allow 
the kitchen staff in by Saturday.”’ the 
foreman said. ‘*‘ Our work would not 
be quite finished, but they could get 
on with theirs.”’ 

Walls have been treated with anti- 
septic, priming, and will later be coated 
with special white waterpaint. A 
fairly large stock of boiler bowls is in 
hand, but firebox bases are short. An 
official of the Corporation is at present 
in London, looking for the necessary 
equipment. If it cannot be obtained 
the engineers will set the existing 
bowls in brickwork foundations. This 
will lose a little space, save a little 
money, and keep the work going on. 

Orders from Mr. P. J. Hernon, City 
Manager, were that the kitchems were 
to be ready «for operation by next 
Saturday. They -will be. There has 
been a good team on the job, a good 
foreman, and. intelligent planning. 
When tools and materials are removed 
from the Mansion House they will pró-

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DEATH SENTENCES 
IN FRANCE 


EXECUTIONS AGAIN 
SUSPENDED 


V ICHY, Monday. — General 
Stuelpnagel, Commander 
of the German Military Ad- 
ministration in France, to-day 
advised the French Government 
that has suspended the 
executions of 100 hostages at 


| Nantes and Bordeaux. 


According to an announcement here 
he told the French Government that he 
was taking this action to give the 
population a chance to throw light on 
the outrages at Nantes and Bordeaux. 

Under the . previous ‘postponement 
decision the éxecution of 50 hostages 
at Nantes was to have taken place at 
midnight and the execution of the 50 
hostages at Bordeaux Wednesday 
midnight. 

The law ed by the French 
Council of Ministers to strengthen the 
repressive measures against criminal 
attacks—such as the killing of German 
officers at Nantes and Bordeaux— 
was promulgated to-day. Sentences of 
from three months to five years’ 
imprisonment are prescribed, states the 
Vichy News Agency, for those who do 
not give to the authorities information 
which may come to their knowledge 
of any criminal plans. These, it 1s 
stated. include attacks on persons, 
incendiarism, destruction of any public 
building by explosion, and sabotage of 
telegraphic and telephonic communica- 
tions and works of art. Similar 
penalties are laid down for those who 
do not go to the help of persons in 
danger from attacks and t who, 
having witnessed such attacks, do not 
notify the authorities.—(Reuter.)

POSITION 


Agriculture, in a Radio address 

last night, congratulated the 
farmers on their response to his appeal 
last year for increased foodstuffs. The 
past season produced the largest wheat 
crop since 1846 and the largest 
recorded in our 


ba JAMES RYAN, Minister for 


history. 

Since last year world conditions had 
not changed for the better. Shippi 
and transport had deteriorated, an 
because of this it would be necessary 
in the coming season to produce the 
greatest quantity of the commodities 
which were vital to our very existence. 
He, therefore, repeated his previous 
appeal for more and more food pro- 
duction. 


MORE WHEAT 


He urged farmers to grow in the 
coming year four acres of wheat for 
every three they grew in 1941. Now 
is the ideal season to sow winter 
wheat, which is always more reliable 
than spring wheat. He realised the 
difficulties of the farmers by the 
absence of artificial fertilisers, the posi- 
tion in regard to which is anythin 
but satisfactory. Phosphates, potas 
and sulphate of ammonia were no 
longer procurable. Clare phosphate 
deposits were being developed as 
rapidly as possible, Sut even so the 
supplies will be much short of require- 
— Only the very limited stocks 
of sulphate of ammonia and potash 
reserved from last year were in sight 
or likely to be available. 


LESS FERTILISERS 


Fertiliser manufacturers had been 
advised to use these for the manufac- 
ture of one grade only of compound 
manure. The composition of this will 
compare unfavourably with the com- 
pounds of previous years, and, more- 
over, the amount available will not 
exceed one-third of the combined 
quantity of superphosphate and com- 
pound manures distributed in the past 
season. Farmers must, therefore, pre- 
pare to draw on the reserves of fer- 
tility in their lands, and they must 
endeavour to replace artificial fertilisers 
by the best possible substitute. He 
knew that the consumption of artificial 
fertilisers had at all times been too 
low. 


BREAK LEA 


Considerable quantities of phosphates 
have, however, been used in compara- 
tively recent years for top-dressing 
pastures which have not, in the mean- 
time, yielded a tillage crop. Even if 
it means upsetting the normal farming 


] manure 


arrangements one such yield should be 
ploughed out of lea at once and sown 
with winter wheat. There need be 
little fear of a bad crop, more 
especially in the Éag districts. 

ere there is accumulation of fertility, 
and experience has shown that not 
only one but at least two satisfactory 
grain crops can be produced without 
artificials. In the coming season they 
must look to these lands for a large 
portion of the extra 150,000 acres of 
wheat which are required. Autumn 
ploughing and autumn sowing of winter 
wheat will obviate many of the unsatis- 
factory crops which occurred on such 
lands last season, which were almost 
entirely due to late spring ploughing 
and to the consequent weakness of the 
braird when overtaken by. a period of 
unusual drought. 


USE OF LIME 


Farmers might usefully adopt means 
of unlocking the store of fertility by 
applying a ton or two of lime per 
statute’ acre to their wheat land—in 
fact, to any land intended for a grain 
crop to which normally they would 
apply artificials. A considerable pro- 
ortion of artificials was used on grass 
and. In present circumstances that 
must regretfully be discouraged, and 
manufacturers are being advised to 
withhold the issue of supplies until the 
end of January. 

Discussing the substitutes for arti- 
ficial manures, Dr. Ryan urged the pro- 
duction of large quantities of farmyard 
manure, and the conservation of the 
valuable ingredients which dung con- 
tains, and of which so much is lost on 
many farms. Approximately six million 
tons of dung were used by farmers last 
season, and this with care could be 
greatly increased. 


MORE FARMYARD 


Close on half a million tons of straw 
would be available as a result of the 
increased corn crop in 1941, and after 
making allowance for consumption by 
live-stock the balance would be 
sufficient to produce well over an extra 
million tons of dung. It could further 
be augmented by the addition of coarse 
grass, bracken and other mis‘«cials for 
littering live-stock. The excellent ex- 
pedient of bringing tons of peat into 
the farmyard to catch fhe liquid 
from the cowsheds and 
piggeries might be resorted to. In 
normal farm practice much of this 
valuable product is wasted Every 
effort should be made to assemble 
where possible as much seaweed as 
can be made available. The Minister 
concluded by urging the use of lime, 


marl and calcerous sea-sand,

AT TOBRUK 


BOMBING OF TRIPOLI 
AND BENGHAZI 
AN — report from British 


eneral Headquarters, 
Cairo, tells of comparative quiet 
at Tobruk during the night of 


October 25-26. 

A small listening post outside the 
eastern perimeter of the British 
defences, which had been over-run on 
Friday night by a strong Axis detach- 
ment, was re-taken on Saturday night, 
one Italian Colonial soldier being 
captured. 

“Further raids on the harbours of 
Tripoli and Benghazi were carried out 
by Royal Air en bombers during 
the night of October 25 and 26. At 
Tripoli a number of hits were obtained 
on the Karamanli mole, and search- 
light points were put out of action. 
At Benghazi fires on the Central and 
Juliana moles followed the attack,” 
said Monday’s Royal Air Force Middle 
East communiqué. 

‘‘In daylight yesterday aircraft of the 
South African Air force bombed 
buildings on the Juliana point in 
Benghazi harbour. Many bombs fell 
among buildings, and fires broke out 
in the harbour area. 

““In the Guramba area of Abyssinia 
enemy tents, huts, and trenches were 
bombed and machine-gunned on 
October 25. 

“An Italian Macchi 200 fighter has 
been found orashed in the sea off 
Malta, following the engagement on 
October 25, when our fighters inter- 
cepted a formation of enemy aircraft, 
which attempted to approach the 
island. 

‘* From all operations one of our air- 
craft is missing." 

In the Frontier area British patrols, 
under cover of darkness, penetrated 
two forward defended positions, but 
the Axis troops withdrew, offering no 
resistance. 

According to.a Nairobi communiqué, 
three more important chiefs from in- 
side the Italian lines have come over 
to the British side. 

The South African Air Force, in 
the Gondar region on October 25, 
bombed and machine-gunned motor 
transports and a large concentration 
of tents south of Gondar. 


RAIDS OVER FRANCE 
AND GERMANY 


Aircraft of the British Coastal Com- 
mand on Sunday night attacked the 
town of Nantes' and bombed the docks 
and shipping. 

North-West Germany was visited b 
many squadrons of bombers, whic 
attacked the docks at Hamburg and 
other targets, while a supply ship off 
Egersund, Southern Norway, was set 
ablaze. 

Aerodromes in Northern France also

Four British ‘aircraft are reported 
missing, but, according to an official 
statement, five members of one bomber 
crew which raided Germany have been 
rescued from the sea and landed in 
Great Britain, 

Apart from the shooting down of 
two raiding bombers by British 
fighters off the coast of England in 
the afternoon, the Air Ministry said 
that there had been nothing to report 
during daylight yesterday.

ence at Columbia University to-day.

A narrow-minded outlook on the 
part of some supporters of the Gaelic 
movement was criticised by An 
t-Athair Feargus Bairead, O.F.M., 
lecturing yesterday at the Oireachtas 
on “ Nua-Aireacht na Gaedhilge.” 

People, he said, who were wont to 
oppose the introduction of interna- 
tional ideas were not spreading the 
principles of the Gaelic League, but 
their own narrow-minded ideas.

Referring to compulsory Irish, An 
t-Athair Bairead said that if any child 
throughout Ireland had grown to hate 
the language the child was not to 
blame, but the English-speaking 
parents who guided him in this direc- 
tion. He advocated the use of force 
in the language revival, since this was 
the method by which the language was 
submerged in the flood of English. 

Daniel O’Connell was blamed for 
introducing English, but the daily 
newspapers, Radio Eireann and 
Government departments were doing 
far more in that way than O'Connell 
ever. did So declared Micheal 
OQ Maolain (as Arainn), speaking to a 
paper on the Anglicisation of the 
Gaeltacht. He mentioned the case of 
a county surveyor in the Gaeltacht 
who put 25 gangers not possessing a 
knowledge of Imsh supervising work 
in the Gaeltacht, which resulted in a 
strike among the workers. Although 
a sworn statement was sent to An 
Taoiseach and the County Council, 


two years. Recently the county regis- 
trar, a good Irish speaker, retired on 
pension, and he was succeeded by a 
man who had no Irish. It was that 
sort of thing which left the ordinary 
people without respect for Irish. 

Criostoir Mac Aonghusa said that 
the cure for the harm which was at 
present being done in the Gaeltacht 
was priests who could speak Irish, and 
to provide a means of livelihood for 
the Gaeltacht people and make it pos- 
sible for them to get married.

RATIONING OF LIGHT 


TO THBP EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I was resident in London from 
1915 to 1931, and will illustrate my 
point by & simple story. 

Side by side in an expensive quarter 
there were two houses exactly similar. 
The inhabitants of one were an English 
family, very patriotic; of the other, 
people of foreign descent. Both 
families were wealthy, and had exten- 
sive and powerful electric lighting. 
When difficulties seemed likely to 
occur, the English family cut their 
consumption considerably, The others 
continued to blaze. 

When rationing was suggested the 
allowance was to be a percentage of 
what had been used in the previous 
year. That, [ was informed, would 
have left the English people with 
exactly three lights, while the others 
would have had all that was necessary 
for moderate comfort. 

It is possible that some plan for 
rationing may be projected here. It 
would be wise for people who, like 
myself, voluntarily cut themselves 
down drastically in the winter of 


1 39-40 and, still more, “40-41, to be 


on their guard lest they suffer a penalty 
for patriotism. 

I live alone in a bungalow. I closed 
the study and small diningroom, gave 
the hall and passage one light. The 
kitchen and servant’s room, of course, 
required two. Throughout the dark 
months I “ pigged "” in one room as 
bedroom, sittingroom and diningroom. 
If a scheme parallel to the London 
one were to be introduced, I should 
probably be reduced to two lights, 
possibly only one. 

The bungalow is all-electric. No 
coal has been used since April, °39, 
except one day when the current failed 
and one single bucketfal of coal was 
used. 

If the scheme I have sketched be 
introduced, heating would have to be 
cut off from my one room whenever 
cooking was necessary. The kitchen 
is so small that it would be impossible 
to sit there while food is being pre- 
pared.—Yours, efc.,
